A preliminary exam is a court 
hearing where the prosecutor 
must convince a judge that there 
is probable cause for ‘a suspect 
being charged with a crime to 
stand trial. 

By waiving the exam, Bergan 
will either take his chances at 
trial or may have his court 
appointed attorney, —- Peter 
Shumar of Traverse City, dis- 
cuss potential plea deals with 
the Prosecutor John Huss, 

Eight members of Piehl's fam- 
ily and a friend were on hand at 
the hearing, hoping to hear why 
his life was taken. 

Kathy Piehl, Shane’s mother, 
said the family is frustrated 
because they siill do’ not have 


answers to that question.

The business ts incorporated 
as 6131 M-72, Inc., but will be 
operating under the assumed 
name ‘Fantasies Unlimited,” 
according (o state records. 

Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said 
that someone recently came to

Crawford County has been 
without deputies after the mid-

A 5.75 mill proposal was 
rejected in August, 1998 by a 
1,957 no to 1,183 vote.

A Contract is established between the 
instructors and the student which states 
what will be expected in order to attain 
credit.

| Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office warns motorists to 
‘Buckle Up or Pay Up' 


Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office is advising motorists in 
Crawford County to buckle up as 
the summer season is ending 
with strict enforcement of the 
State's mandatory safety belt law. 

“Everyone on the road is 
reminded to buckle up -- every 
trip, every time — unless you 
want to risk a ticket, or worse 
your life," said Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield. "We will be showing 
zero tolerance for anyone not 
wearing a safety belt in an effort 
to save lives." 

Crawford County is joining 
with other Michigan law enforce- 
ment agencies in a crackdown on 
unbuckled motorists as part of 
the statewide Buckle Up or Pay 
Up, Click It or Ticket mobiliza- 
tion, August 30 - September 12. 

The state's mandatory safety 
belt law requires the driver and 


front seat passengers to be buck- 
ted, and children under the age of 
four to be in an approved child 
safety seat. It also requires pas- 
sengers up to and including the 
age of 15 to be buckled up in 
front or rear seating position. In 
addition, drivers or passengers 
who have a shoulder harness 
placed under their arm or behind 
their back can be ticketed for 
failure to properly buckle up. 

The goal of the effort is to 
boost the state's safety belt use 
rate from its new all-time high of 
87 percent to 90 percent in an 
effort to reduce traffic-related 
injuries and fatalities. Even 
though most people buckle up, 
40 percent of motor vehicle 
occupants killed in crashes in 
Michigan last year were unre- 
strained. 

"An enforcement effort during 


the Memorial Day holiday period 
increased safety belt use two per- 
cent, saving approximately 20 
lives," said Sheriff Wakefield. 
"We want to end the summer on a 
similar note, with another 
increase in safety belt use." 

According to the Michigan 
Office of Highway Safety 
Planning (OHSP), up to 30 lives 
could be saved and 390 injuries 
prevented if the state's safety 
belt use rate increased from its 
current 87 to 90 percent. 

“High visibility enforcement 
saves lives," said Sheriff 
Wakefield. "Our goal is to make 
sure everyone on the road, 
whether passenger or driver, 
knows they are at risk, not just of 
getting a ticket, but for suffering 
a serious injury or death, if they 
don’t buckle up.”

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Environmental Assessment for proposed gas well 
near the Mason Tract offers three alternatives

In May, 2003, Savoy Energy of 
Traverse City filed an application 
to drill a gas well near the eastern 
edge of the Mason Tract. The 
proposed well raised concerns 
among many people and two 
public hearings held in Grayling 
‘were well attended. 

Several of the issues raised at 
the public meetings were labeled 
“non-significant” because they 
were outside the scope of the 
proposed action, already decided 
by law, irrelevant to the decision 
to be made or conjectural and not 
supported by scientific or factual 
evidence, 

As a result of the meetings 
three alternate sites for the gus 
well were selected and the loca- 
tion of the production facility 
was moved further away from the 
Mason Tract. 

Once the best alternate site was 
selected an environmental 
assessment was conducted by the 
U.S. Forest Service. The assess- 
ment thoroughly studied three 
options: no action (no well), 
Savoy’s plan, and a modified ver- 
sion of Savoy’s plan, 

The study concentrated on 
three effects that the establish- 
ment of a gas well and produc- 
tion facilities would have on the 
visitors to that area: noise, odor 
and changes in visual quality. 

A noise analysis was done by 
Hoover & Keith, Inc. who com- 
pleted their study in July, 2004. 
A copy of the report is available 
in the Mio Ranger Office. 

Under the no action plan - the 
well would not be permitted, 
However, this alternative “would 
not comply with the laws, regula- 
tions, policies and Forest Plan 
direction guiding mineral devel- 
opment on National Forest 
Service lands.” 

Savoy’s plan would drill a sin- 


‘gle directional well to explore oil . 


and gas potential on a 640 acre 
drilling unit. The drilling and 
well completion would ‘take 
approximately 45 days in late 
fall/winter, 2004-05. 

The well pad would be approx- 
imately 3.5 acres and standard 
drilling techniques and practices 
would be used. These would 
include a casing for the well, 
pressure control equipment, and 
a proposed drilling fluids pro- 
gram. At the end of drilling the 
contents of the reserve pit would 
be removed and disposed of by a 
licensed waste hauler. 

Hospital type mufflers would 
be used to minimize the sound, 
the well pad area would be lev- 
eled using bulldozers, the roads 
leading to the well would be 
maintained for year-round 
access, 50 feet of new road 
would be constructed to access 
the well pad and a water well 
would be drilled. 

If the site is productive, a pro- 
duction facility will be built 


answer questions. 


approximately 1,5 miles from the 
well. This site would contain a 
gas/water separator, oil and brine 
tanks, dehydrator, compressor, 
volume bottle and meters to 
monitor gas and oil, 
Approximately 1.7 miles of 
flowlines would be installed 
from the well site to the produc- 
tion facility. After the weil is 
drilled, all but 1/3 acre of the 
well pad would be reclaimed. 

The noise will not be greater 
than 45 decibels at 1/4 mile from 
the production facility. This is 
somewhat less than the noise in a 
typical office. 

If the well is not productive 
Savoy will plug the well, and 
rehabilitate the entire well pad 
and road. 

A modification of Savoy’s pro- 
posal is also on the table. It will 
affect both the visual quality of 
the area and the noise level asso- 
ciated with the well and produc- 
tion facilities. 

The well will be drilled on a 
side road off the main road into 
the Mason Tract and Chapel. 
The main road will need to be 
widened and mature trees will 
need to be cut. The alternative 
matches the original plan on this 
point and recognizes that it will 
take several years for regenera- 
tion should the well not prove 
productive, 

On the road to the well the 
alternative plan would mitigate 
the effects of the drilling by ask- 
ing for the condition to be back 
near the original status within 
one prowing season instead of 
the five (o ten years on the origi- 
nal plan. This would be done by 
moving the stumps out of view, 
ensuring the slash is no higher 
than 12 inches and reseeding the 
disturbed areas after the flow- 
line/pipeline placement. 

According to the alternative 
plan, the noise level for the pro- 
duction facility would not be 
allowed to exceed 36 decibels at 
1/4 mile. This level is at about 
the level of birdsong or a library. 

High speed compressor units 
niust be used for the production 
facility and they must be housed 
inside a building. The exhaust 
system will include a new more 
effective muffler system. 

The noise restrictions unposed 
by the alternative would make 
the noise level from the well 
indistinguishable from back- 
ground noise at the boundary of 
the Mason Tract, 

The alternative plan also asks 
for a dike around the oii and 
brine tanks which is able to con- 
tain (50 percent of the total 
capacity of the tanks. 

Both Savoy’s plan and the 
modified plan will require 
improvement of the roads lead- 
ing to the well site. The flowline 
will be reseeded and the slash 
will be placed on the disturbed 
areas after seeding.

The analysis of the impact of 
the drilling operation on the 
wildlife of the area, regardless of 
which option is selected, shows 
that it will not change the status 
of any plant or animal although 
while the drilling is going on it 
may displace a few animals. 
Since the drilling will occur in 
late fall or winter this effect is 
expected to be minimal. 

The study also found there 
would be an insignificant effect 
on the flora of the area.

ONE OF THE great shames of the 
way our federal system operates lately is 
how federal judges are appointed ..... or 
more accurately, how they are not 
appointed. 

The federal Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals based in Cincinnati covers 
Michigan and three other states, with 16 
judges. The court has been woefully 
short of judges for six or cight years now 
because the system of appointment by 
the president and confirmation by the 
US senate has broken down. 

The Michigan tangle began when 
‘Spencer Abraham, now secretary of 
energy in President George Bush’s cabi- 
net, was a Republican senator from 
Michigan.

THE US SENATE is a labyrinth of 
rules and tradition, one of which permits 
& senator to hold up any judicial nomi- 
nation from his/her home state by filing 
a “blue slip” with the Judiciary 
Committee, 

Invoking this tradition, Mr. Abraham 
stranded the two Clinton nominees — 
both of whom appeared fully qualified 
for the job by most legal standards. 

One consideration by Mr. Abraham, 
who had risen from years of strictly par- 
tisan service in state and national 
Republican parties, could have been that 
Mr. Clinton’s successor might be a 
Republican and the vacancies then could 
be filled by the Republican nominees. 

And so it happened, except Mr. 
Abraham was voted out of the senate at 


office, and Democrat Debbie Stabenow 
took over for him. 

Now the tables turned, and 
Republican Bush indeed sought to fill 
the Cincinnati vacancies with judges 
from Republican backgrounds. He 
picked Judges Henry Saad and Richard 
Griffin, both members of the Michigan 
Court of Appeals, and David McKeague, 
already a federal district judge. All three 
also appear fully qualified according to 
most legal standards. 

* * * 

BUT NOT SO fast; that didn’t work 
either. Sen. Stabenow and her long serv- 
ing Democratic senior partner, Sen. Carl 
Levin, consistently blocked Mr. Bush’s 
appointments. 

Bucking tradition and ignoring usual 
senatorial courtesy, the senate judiciary 
committee last month interviewed the 
three candidates, and cleared them for a 
full senate consideration. 


and Stabenow called upon another ven- 
erable senate tradition ~ threat of a filt- 
buster - and successfully blocked the 
senate vote. 

So the Sixth Circuit Court seats are 
still empty, Sens. Stabenow and Levin 
both decry the system which permitted 
Sen. Abraham to block two Democratic 
appointees, and which they also success- 
fully used to block three Republican 
appointments. 

“Let’s look to the future and restore 
civility to this process,” Sen. Stabenow 
said. “We cannot accept a tactic which 
keeps vacancies open and refuses hear- 
ings to the nominee of one president ... 
so they can then be filled by another 
president,” Sen. Levin told the senators. 

He said he has tried for months to 
negotiate a compromise with the Bush 
folks — maybe a bipartisan commission 
in Michigan to suggest judicial nomi- 
nees. That didn’t fly either. 


BUT HARK: Isn't that the sound of a 
presidential campaign covering our 
land? Isn’t there the distinct possibility 
that a Democrat could be elected to the 
White House? 

Then the situation would be different 
again, It’s a pretty good bet that 
President John Kerry would not fill the 
Sixth Circuit judicial vacancies with the’ 
likes of Judges Saad, Griffin and 
McKeague. 

It will be fascinating to see if the call 
of Michigan's two Democratic senators 
for bipartisanship and integrity in selec- 
tion of federal judges -— at least those 
judges from Michigan — can survive the 
possible election of a president of their 
own political faith, 

Or will it be back to square one .... 
once again? Stay tuned.

e Know your rights. The 
Freedom of Information Act and 
Right-to-Know laws entitle you 
to have access to any and all 
documents relevant to your 
property. When inquiring about 
your assessment, all you are 
required to provide is proof of 
ownership of the property in 
question, which will then enable 
you to access information such 
as zoning maps, exemptions, 
property assessment lists, etc.

I do know however that 1 place 
a great deal of value on OUR 
LOCAL HERITAGE! This value 
can be exemplified by viewing 
the picture in your August 19 
article; the AuSable River Boat 
hanging above Mr. Jones’ picture 
belongs to my two sons and 
myself, 

The history surrounding this 
AuSable River Boat is: The 
builder of the boat was Thomas 
Wakeley, in the very early 1900s. 
The history, as my father, the late 
Herbert E. Stephan, has instruct- 
ed me, is that Thomas Wakeley 


trekked all the way to Lake City 
via horse and wagon to retrieve 
his purchase of enough Cypress 
lumber to build two AuSable 
River Boats. 

The particular boat shown in 
your picture is one of these boats. 
The second boat is in the posses- 
sion of Mr. Arthur Wakeley. In 
the late 1970s my father Herbert 
E. Stephan obtained the boat in 
this picture, restoring it and then, 
shortly before his passing, giving 
the craft to my sons and me. 

My father’s intention was that 
the boat be finished and utilized 
as an AuSable River fishing craft, 
however after his death in 1981, I 
discussed this with my sons and 
it was decided that the heritage 
surrounding the “boat” would be 
much better served by displaying 
it in the community as a “her- 
itage” display. 

This then brings me to my pre- 
sent dismay! How can a value be 
placed on “heritage”? 
Duplicates? Are there two of 
these on display? Are there 


“two” of the “running irons” on 
display? By running trons I indi- 
cate the tools, which Arthur 
Wakeley used in “tarring” the 
bottom of his riverboats! Yes, 
these tools were also “‘examined” 
as possible auction items! These 
tools, | might add, are on 
“LOAN” from Arthur “Jr.” 
Wakeley family, as in the Lynx 
display. The AuSable River Boat 
is also “On Loan” from my sons 
and I, Thomas Wakeley utilized 
the “running irons” on this river- 
boat. 

Who gives the historical board 
permission to even consider sell- 
ing these items? Have they 
examined their records? 

An additional item of interest 
is the “Skingley” homestead

Prior to the 
19th century, translators used ver- 
bal, formal equivalence to translate 
the Bible into other languages. 
Verbal equivalence means that each 
and every word in the original tan- 
guages was translated accurately 
into another language. Formal 
equivalence means that even the 
order of the words from the original 
languages was followed to give us 
God’s words in our own language in 
the same word order God revealed 
them. Today, the only accurate 
English Bible translated from God's 
received text by verbal and formal 
equivalence is the authorized King 
James Bible. 


One new method of translation is 
called dynamic equivalence, This 
method replaces the translation of 
God's words in their proper order 
with the translator’s own words in 
his own order. To justify this they 
claim to know what God was think- 
ing and trying to communicate with 
His words. In dynamic equivalence 
translation, man’s words replace 
God’s words while claiming to 
make the message more under- 
standable to the reader. While their 
words may seem clearer, (hey are 
not the words God gave us, The 
most popular modern Bible version 
to follow dynamic equivalence is 
the New International Version. 


In dynamic equivalence, the 
translator assumes the place of God 
the Father by replacing God,s 
words with his own words. The

also assume the place of Jesus 
Christ by replacing His words with 
their own. As Jesus Christ prayed to 
the Father in John !7:8.: “For I have 
given unto them (His disciples) the 
words which thou gavest me; and 
they have received them?” Jesus 
Christ assured us that He gave His 
disciples only the words He 
received from God the Father. Jesus 
Christ did not alter any of the 
Father’s words by dynamic equiva- 
lence, “For I have given unto them 
the words which thou gayest me” 
Jesus Christ had also promised His 
disciples in John 16:13: “Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of him- 
self; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shatl he speak” The Holy Spirit 
is promised to give us only the 
words the Father gave to the Son to 
guide us into all truth. The Holy 
Spirit did not use dynamic equiva- 
lence, “for he shall not speak of 
himself, but whatsoever he shall 
hear, that shall he speak.” The 
dynamic equivalence translators 
assume the place of God the Holy 
Spirit thereby replacing the persons, 
words and works of the divine trin- 
ity. Their work continues to raise 
the question of Gen. 3:, “Yea, hath 
God said?”

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Bergan to stand trial for Piehl murder

Neither Huss nor Detective Sgt. 
Tim Lenhard from the Houghton 
Lake post of the Michigan State 
Police would comment on the evi- 
dence they have which prompted 
the case against Bergan. 

“All I want to know is what 
happened,” Kathy said. “I don’t 
think that’s too much to ask.” 

The unsolved slaying has been 
particularly difficully on David 
Piehl, Shane’s father. 

“He wants to know what hap- 
pened - even if takes him to the 
day he dies,” Kathy said. 

Piehl was shot in the head at 
close range with a 22-caliber rifle 


near a two-track located off of 
Four Mile Road near I-75 south of 
Grayling in May, 2001.

Crawford Sheriff Kirk 
‘Wakefield said he has worked 
with county officials to fine-tune 
the current millage proposal, 
keeping it under one mill and 
asking for no frills. 

The millage would pay to put 
four deputies on the road patrol, 
in addition to the six road patrol 
officers currently working for the 
department. 

“All this is going to do is pay 
to put brown shirts out on the 
road,” Wakefield said, 

County commissioners also 
vowed to support the department 
by keeping all 15 sheriff’s 
department employees on board 
during the duration of the mill- 
age. 

Roger Moshier, a Grayling 
City Council member, protested 
asking city residents to pay the 
millage since the city already 
funds officers after midnight. 
Moshier said he believes the tax 
would be a hardship on seniors 
with fixed incomes and fear resi- 
dents will flee city limits. 


“How can we keep the city 
vibrant if people are moving out 
into the township because the 
taxes are lower,” Moshier said. 

County commissioners coun- 
tered Moshier with the fact that 
sheriff's deputies provide back 
up to city police and may be the 
first to respond to an emergency 
in the city.
